PRIVATE DEBTS TO BE SPREAD OVER 


10 YEARS WITH NO INTEREST CHARGE 


Drastic Action 
To Assist Debt 
Ridden Citizens 


Striking a blow to free debtors from the present over-| 


powering burden of private debt and taking vigorous, force- 
ful action to cut the ties that retard progress toward eco- 


nomic recovery in this province, Hon. J. W. Hugill, K.C.,| 


attorney general, on Friday, introduced into the legislature 
An Act to Provide for Reduction and Settlement of Certain 
Indebtedness. 

The Act, which has not yet been printed, is one of the 
most far-reaching and most important ever brought down 
in a provincial legislature and is one of the most forward 
steps ever taken by a Canadian government in easing the 
debt burden on private individuals—a debt which govern- 
ment spokesmen declare can never be paid under existing 
economic set-ups. 


In Two Phases 

Divided into two phases, the bill deals with debts contract- 
ed prior to 1932 and subsequent thereto. 

The bill provides that the amount of debts contracted 
prior to 1932, will be reduced by the amount of payments 
since that time, whether the payments be made on principal 
or interest. 

The balance remaining after crediting any payments 
made, whether on principal or interest since July 1, 1932, 
will be paid in 10 annual instalments without interest. The 
first three instalments will be five per cent of the principal, 
the next four will be 10 per cent of the principal, and the 
last three will be 15 per cent of the principal. 

During the 10-year period, no action for recovery of 
past due interest or principal incurred prior to 1932 may 
be started. 


Fixed At Five Per Cent. 

On debts contracted since 1932 the principal will bear 
interest at five per cent and any payments made since 1932 
in excess of five per cent, will be deducted from the prin- 
cipal. 

In cases of default of debts contracted prior to 1932, the 
case will be referred to the Debt Adjustment Board. 

Debate on the bill will take place in the legislature on 


Monday. 


Although the news of the government action was re- 
ceived with enthusiasm and acclaim by citizens in general, 
representatives of mortgage and loan companies took im- 
mediate steps to register disapproval.

Housing Shows 
Recovery Path 
To U.S. Solons

ASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—The housing industry offers the 
W greatest potentia! market in history to a nation beating 
| its way out of depression, government experts believe. The 
need for more and better housing facilities, and improve- 
| ment and modernization of existing dwellings, is so vast 
that economic leaders believe 4,000,000 to 5,000,000 men 
| could be taken from employment rolls and kept at work for 

ten years in this industry alone. 

Government statistics indicate that housing con- 
struction offers to the nation now the same ability to 
lead the way to complete recovery that the automobile 
industry provided during the 1920-30 decade. 

Department of commerce officials estimate con- 

| servatively that America needs at least 3,000,6.9 new 
| dwelling units. Without regard to the need for modern- 
ization, this represents a potential market of between 
$12,000,000,000 and $15,000,000,000. And in proportion 
| to population, the same figures apply to Canada, stated 
the government statisticians. 


Plenty of Repairs 

In 1934, there were 13,000,000 homes requiring repairs 
or modernization jobs ranging in cost from $50 to $2,000. 
| The federal housing administration has insured moderniza- 
| tion credits for approxixmately 1,000,000 of these at an av- 
erage cost per job of $500. Another 12,000,000 houses still 
| need repairing, counting those which have entered that cate 
| gory since FHA began its work. If these average $500 each, 
| a potential market of $6,000,000,000 exists in the modern- 
| ization field. 

There are approximately 30,000,000 dwelling units in 
the United States. Every year one per cent. of these become 
obsolete and unfit to be occupied. Approximately 200,000 new 
dwelling units are needed every year to take care of increased 

The result is that America needs 500,000 new 


| population.

It is to be assumed that in such 
cases the board of administration will not stand 
in the of collection by process of law. 

In the other cases, where the years have 
brought little or no betterment to the farmer, 
the creditor will suffer little or nothing 
through being preventéd going to court. He 
would be very doubtfully benefitted if he were 
allowed to take possession of a farm that is 
not producing enough to pay interest on the 
mortgage. 

Postponing collection does not settle a debt. 
But postponement of legal procedure will give 
the Government an opportunity to bring pres- 
sure to bear upon creditors to negotiate settle- 
ments with debtors on a basis that will make 
possible—action which should have 
when the moratorium was first 
established. If not prepared to deal in any 
more drastic way with the debt question, the 
Government should actively undertake the pro- 
motion of settlements by such intervention

WHERE DIVIDENDS ARE TO 
COME FROM 
As one result of the special session of the 


legislature, a Price Spreads Board is to be 
established. The Manual explains what is meant 


by “price spreads,” using a coal mine to illus- 
trate the theory. 
“The price of the coal above the cost of 


production is largely dependent upon the de- 
mand caused by the association of individuals 
Neither the owner 


in the immediate vicinity. 
nor the miner are responsible for this in- 
creased price. It is an unearned increment 


which accrues from the association of the peo- 
ple within the bounds of the land controlled by 


them. It sometimes goes by the name of price 
spread.” 
The “price spread” is thus defined as the 


difference between the cost of producing coal 
and the price at which coal is sold; the defini- 
tion of course applying to other commodities as 
well. It is from this price spread the basic 
dividends are to be taken 

The Price Spreads Board is given power to 
investigate the extent of the price spread in 
any commodity, and also to fix prices. The 
Board will say how much of the spread on any 
commodity is to be taken by the Government 
out of which to pay the dividends. Where the 
spread is not wide enough to give any margin 
of “unearned increment” that may thus be 
appropriated, the Board has power to raise the 
g price so as to create such spread and 
thus make money available for appropriation 

The basic dividends are not to come out of 
the end of a fountain pen or the blue sky. They 
are to come out of the producer if the board sees 
fit to grab some of his profits, and out of the 
consumer where profits are so low the Board 
has to raise prices in order to have something 
to grab.

Hot And Cold Sitz Baths 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

At various times in my health articles I have 
recommended the use of hydrotherapy or the 
applications of water in relieving pain and 
treating chronic diseases. One of the most ef- 
fective hydrotherapy treatments is the sitz bath. 
Only the ve and the abdomen are immersed 
in the water for this treat- 
ment. A number of different 
therapeutic effects may be 
created by varying the tem- 
perature of the water or the 
length of time of the immer- 
sion. The cold sitz bath is 
used chiefly for its tonic, 
strengthening effect upon the 
muscles of the pelvic region 
and for lessening the amount 
of blood. The hot sitz bath, 
McCoy on the contrary, is used for 
engorging the pelvis with blood and for reliev- 
ing pain and relaxing tightened muscles, 

The cold sitz bath is very effective in many 
of the chronic diseases such as constipation, or 
prolapsed organs. The hot sitz bath is useful 
in cases of abdominal distress, sciatica, lumbago, 
prostatic disorder, etc. 

There are some special appliances manufac- 
tured for taking sitz baths which may be in- 
stalled in the home. However, a sitz bath can 
be taken in an ordinary tub. Tall people may 
sit sidewise with the feet over the edge and 
resting on a chair, but short folks would have 
to sit with the feet elevated upon a box or stool 
placed within the tub. A comfortable rest 
should also be arranged for the back. 

To secure the best effect, the other parts of 
the body should not be wet, if you wish to se- 
cure the local effect through the pelvis. 

For the hot sitz bath, the water should be as 
warm as it is possible to endure, and the bath 
should last from five to ten minutes or until 
the skin becomes quite pink. The feet may be 
kept in the hot water at the same time as the 
hips if desired. The bath may be repeated every 
few minutes if desired but in this case, it is usu- 
ally advisable follow each hot immersion 
with a quick cold sponge. 

In taking the hot sitz bath for the relief of 
pain or ache in the lower back, the patient 
should sit in the hot water with the upper part 
body frontward. This will 
open up the spaces in between the spinal verte- 
d allow the heat to penetrate to better

In using the cold sitz bath particular care 
must be exercised in preventing a general chill. 
The bath is most effective after exercising. The 
bathroom should be warm and all portions of 
the patient's body not under water should be 
well covered with blankets or clothing. If the 
patient does not react properly and feels chilly, 
it is sometimes wise to place the feet in hot wa- 
ter while the pelvis is seated in the cold water. 
The water should be as cold as possible since 
less time is required with very cold water than 
with moderately cold water, and the patient 
hould be removed when there is an inclination 
toward general chilliness. If the patient is prop- 


erly ‘apped there is scarcely any discomfort 
and many people feel so much rejuvenated 
after a cold sitz bath that they learn to look 
The first sensation of cold is 
by a sensation of soothing,

these two methods of applying water as they 
actually seem to work miracles in many cases.

The colors of inlaid linoleum go 
all the way through. The wearing 


down of the surface does not 
change the color, but makes it dull 
The color can be kept bright by 


waxing or with some kind of var- 
nish to take the wear. The pattern | 
of floor oil-cloth is printed on the 
surface, and is protected by var- 
h; at the first sign of wear, the | 


varnish should be renewed, Any) 
floor varnish or linoleum lacquer 
can be used. When linoleum and 
oil-cloth are worn and_— shabby, 


they can be painted with any kind | 
of floor paint or floor enamel. If 
they have been waxed, the wax 
must first be removed, because var- | 
nish and lacquer will not hold over 


it. Wax can be taken off by two or | 
three wipings with turpentine. | 
Plain color paint is likely to show 
foot marks and spottings. A floor | 
with a pattern will be easier to 
keep in good condition. A simple | 


| 
way to make a pattern is by stip- 
pling. A good sized sponge should | 


| be u ed, cut through with a sharp 


knife to make a flat surface. The| 
second color should be in contrast | 
to the first; for instance, a solid |
